City’s Recreation Program 
Expands for Children, Teens

One of the many things that sets Greenbelt apart from 
other communities is its Recreation Department, which 
functions not as an impersonal government department, 
but as an integral part of the community’s daily life, offer¬ 
ing facilities that remain open 365 days of the year. Estab¬ 
lished in 1937, as part of the planned community concept, 
the Greenbelt Recreation Department, was the first of its 
kind in the state of Maryland. Since then, its primary ob¬ 
jective, according to Hank Irving, Director of Recreation, 
“has been to serve the leisure needs of the Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents and to try and provide every program for which there 
is citizen interest.”

A swift-moving fire gutted 
a townhouse end unit in Old 
Greenbelt late Sunday night. 
Greenbelt Volunteer Fire De- 
partmenet Chief Dick Wyn- 
koop said at the scene that 
the unit, |at ilO-F Plateau 
Place, was “totalled.” But 
the firefighters’ quicq re¬ 
sponse, as well as certain 
structural features of the 
building, helped prevent 
spread of the fire to the ad¬ 
jacent p it, and prevented 
more serious structural dam¬ 
age. There were no injuries, 
according to Chief Wynkoop. 

The fire was caused by a mal¬ 
functioning electric coffee pot, 
said Pete Piringer, a spokesman 
for the Prince Georges County 
Fire Department- An investiga¬ 
tion is also being conducted by 
the insurance company for 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc- 

Chief Wynkoop said it was un¬ 
usual for a fire in an occupied 
home to spread so rapidly. “The 
initial call was for fire in the 
kitchen. But when we first got 
here, there was heavy fire on 
the first and second floor- When 
they kicked open the front door, 
fire blew out all the windows of 
the house. The fire drew units 
from four other area fire com¬ 
panies; Berwyn Heights. Branch- 
ville. West Lanham Hills and 
College Park. _ 

Relief Efforts 

Efforts to help the Bush 
family are being coordinated 
by Mary Linstrom, president 
of St. Hugh’s Ladies of Char¬ 
ity and a member of the 
Catholic Community, in co¬ 
operation with the City of 
Greenbelt* City Manager Dan¬ 
iel Hobbs said that the city’s 
Emergency Assistance Fund 
will act as a conduit for 
money donations.

Furthermore, 
on Saturdays from 9 am. to 
12 noon, the city will accept 
and store donations of furni¬ 
ture, clothing, housewares, 
toys, Super Nintendos, etc., 
at its garage behind the swim 
center on the northeast side 
of the building.

A Beltsville thrift store, 
“My Friend’s Closet,” has of¬ 
fered to make clothing avail¬ 
able to the Bushes free of 
charge. The store, located at 
11000 Baltimore Avenue 
(Route 1) in Beltsville, is 
operated by the Association 
for Retarded Citizens of 
Prince Georges County. Con¬ 
tributions to the store are tax- 
deductrble. 


Thelma Sweeney of 10-E Pla¬ 
teau. the unit adjacent to the 
fire, expressed gratitude to 
Chief Wynkoop at the scene. 
“You saved my house,” she said. 
“I thought my house was a 
goner. I never saw so many 
flames. You guys got here so 
fast.” 

Later. Sweeney added, “‘It’s 
scary how quickly that house 
went up. I’m talking three, four 
minutes (from the time I was 
notified).” I heard (my next- 
door-neighbor) screaming. Then 
she was pounding on my door 
shouting. ‘Fire”. I called the fire 
department. Flames were shoot¬ 
ing out the back of the house, 
the front of the house. I’ll tell 
you. I prayed. When I came 
out of the house—I got the kids 
out, the dogs out—I just knew 
my house was gone. And I don’t 
have any money (to pay for fire 
losses).” 

Greenbelt City Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts, who lives di¬ 
rectly across the narrow park¬ 
ing lot from the damaged unit, 
said, “When I first came out¬ 
side, I thought there were a 
bunch of lights on. But then 
I saw it was the siding on fire. 
The whole back yard was lit up 
like a bunch of spotlights. The 
fire was coming out the back of 
the house.” 

The damaged unit is the home 
of Michael and Alicia Bush, and 
their children, Nathan, 9, and 
Courtney, 3. Michael Bush said 
the fire started after 11 p.m. 
“We were upstairs watching pub¬ 
lic TV in the bedroom with the 
door shut when we smelled 
smoke.” Shortly before, their cat, 
Radia, had been meowing and 
behaving peculiarly, but they dis¬ 
cerned nothing at that time. Af¬ 
ter they smelled smoke, they 
then began to look around for 
the source. 

“When we opened the bed¬ 
room door, the smoke just rushed 
in. As we ran down the stairs, 
there was a hot wind blowing 
up the stairs. It was too smoky 
to see anything, or to breathe. 


I held my breath as I ran. There 
was no time to call the fire 
department.” They escaped 
through the back door and ran 
around to the front. 

“We could see the fire in the 
kitchen then. It spread so fast. 
I could see the fire climbing up 
the wall to the ceiling. It (the 
wail) was covered with orange. 
We immediately ran next door 
and pounded on the door,” Their 
son, Nathan, was spending the 
night next door with Thelma 
Sweeney's grandson. “Then we 
ran to the third unit and told 
them. Five minutes after that, 
the whole kitchen was in flames 
and the windows exploded. By 
the time the Fire Department 
got there the kitchen was com¬ 
pletely burned out and had gone 
black. It had spread to the back 
of the house and up the stairs.” 

Bush said the family had lost 
almost all its possessions in the 
fire, with the exception of some 
items in his son's room, which 
was partially shielded from the 
intense heat because the door 
was shut. Unfortunately, one of 
his son’s most cherished posses¬ 
sions. a “‘Super Nintendo” video 
game, was lost in, the confusion 
(See FIRE, page 12) 


In pursuing this aim the de¬ 
partment has grown substan¬ 
tially, serving as many as 483 t - 
669 users through a variety of 
general and special interest pro¬ 
grams at sites such as the Green¬ 
belt Youth Center, the Spring- 
hill Lake Center and the Schrom 
Hills Park during the year 1991- 
92. While the department thus 
offers programs on a regular 
year round basis, the summer, 
not surprisingly, is an especially 
busy period for it This summer, 
besides the usual activities for 
children and adults, the Recre¬ 
ation Department has introduced 
several new programs. Signifi¬ 
cant among these are the Teen 
House Party and the Children’s 
Theater at the Lake. 

The Teen House Party, as 
the name suggests, is a special 
interest program for teenagers. 
Sponsored jointly by the depart¬ 
ment and the Maryland-Nation¬ 
al Capital Parks and Planning 
Commission (MNCPPC), this 
program, located at the Schrom 
Hills Park Center, aims to offer 
teens between 12-15, “a super¬ 
vised location to meet on a 
daily basis in the summer,” said 
Irving. A wide variety of group 
activities, including games and 
sports, classes, parties and ex¬ 
cursions to King's Dominion and 
the Hershey Park, have been 
planned so that teens can be 
constructively occupied. 

The Children’s Theatre, on the 
other hand, is a new educational/ 
entertainment series of perform¬ 
ances directed primarily at 
younger children from ages 3-12. 


These take place at the Buddy 
Attick Park and include mimes, 
ventriloquism and puppetry. 

Further, the department has 
also undertaken an expansion of 
the existing pre-school programs, 
such as the Mom’s/Dad’s Morn¬ 
ing/Afternoon Out and the sum¬ 
mer KinderKamp, as well as of 
the Creative Arts program which 
now offers an extended six-week 
Creative Kids camp and new 
classes in photography and clay 
sculpture. 

Financial Constraints 

A major obstacle to these de¬ 
velopments, however, has been 
the restricted availability of 
financial resources caused by the 
revenue reductions experienced 
by the city as a whole. As a 
result, the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment has had “to do more with 
less.” In this effort it has re¬ 
ceived considerable help from 
recreation-oriented city residents 
who, according to Director Irv¬ 
ing, have “generously volun¬ 
teered their tiir|e, serving on 
committees and working on pro¬ 
grams like the Boys and Girls 
Club that would not otherwise 
be feasible.” 

Finally, with regard to the 
future, although the first pri¬ 
ority of the department is to 
maintain the existing level of 
services, some new projects are 
nevertheless in the pipeline- 
These include; the opening of 
the new Community Center that 
will serve as a multi-generation¬ 
al arts and recreation complex, 
the development of more spe¬ 
cialized camps and mini work¬ 
shops and lastly an enhanced 
focus on social issues such as 
safety, AIDS, childcare and the 
special needs of the disabled 
that are of interest to the com¬ 
munity.

following the fire. Said Alio* 
Bush, “It was a madhouse scezne, 
controlled madness” 

Extent of the Damage 

The fire “equals the worst Vve 
seen” in GHI. said Jay Freed¬ 
man. Director of Technical Ser¬ 
vices for GHI since 1985. Rat 
he noted that the damage 
limited by certain features of 
the unit, which was built in 194® 
by the* Resettlement Administra¬ 
tion. a federal agency. 

“The partition wall construct¬ 
ed during rehab did its job/” he 
said, referring to drywall bar¬ 
riers installed between units in 
a 1981 renovation. “It prevented 
extensive structural damage^ 4 
and kept the fire from spreading 
to other units through the anic. 
“The structural members (starts, 
joists, beam, and subflooringf 
are in excellent condition.” The 
drywall. he said, prevented the 
fire from getting into the walk. 

This opinion was echoed by 
Fire Department Assistant Chief 
Gene Davis, who said that the 
older homes were built to higher 
standards than some current c®m- 
struction. “'They didn't cut ow¬ 
ners in those days,” he said- He 
added that in the 25 years he 
has been with the Fire Depmrt- 
ment, none (of the serious fires 
in GHI) have spread to the unit 
next door, either through the 
walls or through the roof.” 

Davis said that people should 
be careful to reduce fire risks 
with the ipeasures available it© 
them. Most important, he said, 
is to make sure smoke detectors 
are working, and if battery- 
operated, to replace the batter¬ 
ies when needed- “If you have an 
inoperable smoke detector, the 
Fire Department will give yoo 
another one free of charge,” he 
said. “We'll be glad to come by 
and check it for you- A smoke 
detector is the first line of de¬ 
fense if you’re asleep upstairs.” 

Secondly, if Tire should break 
out, call 911 first, before making 
any attempts to extinguish lit 
And a fire extinguisher should 
only be used “if it doe.-n*t put 
you in harm's way.” said Davit. 
He said that the fire department 
recommends that a home extin¬ 
guisher rated “ABC-” which is 
capable of putting out 
grease and electrical fires as and 
as wood and paper, should he 
stored near the kitchen. 

Freedman emphasized that it 
was important for GHI residents 
to carry insurance on the eoa> 
tents of their unit- Members 
should make snre the policy 
covers sheds, fences, decks, etc-

ECZEMA 

(Atopic Dermatitis) 

Andrew G. Aronfy, M.D. FAAP 
WHAT IS ECZEMA? WHO GETS IT? 

Eczema is an itchy skin disorder which occurs in patients who may have a fam 
ilial tendency to develop allergies such as hay fever, asthma, and sinus trouble. 
Some children will 'outgrow’’ this condition in a few months or years and it will 
never come back; some will struggle with this condition forever; and in some the 
rash will appear off ond on throughout life, either unpredictably or caused by some 
irritants such as food or animal dander, or climatic conditions. Most commonly 
the first episode appears during infancy, mostly on the face, and in the creases of 
the elbows and knees. 

HOW IS ATOPIC SKIN DIFFERENT? 

Atopic skin is more sensitive, drier, and more easily irritated than normal skin. 
It is always itchy. Thus the most important thing to remember is that eczema is 
an itch, more than a rash! 

TREATMENT 

The first and most important purpose of treatment is the reduction of itching 
and the elimination of dryness. The home environment must be not too hot and not 
too dry. Bathing must be infrequent and brief. The bath water should be lukewarm. 
Mild soaps (Nutragena, Dove) should be used. Moisturizing agents (Moisturel, 
( etaphil) should be applied after every bath, (If bath oils are used, beware of slip¬ 
pery tubs.) Never use bubble baths. After a bath the child should be “blotted,” 
not rubbed, with a towel. Soft clothing should be worn; starch-free cotton next 
to the skin; no wool. Atopic children should be under dressed to avoid sweating. Re¬ 
duction of activities that produce sweating is a necessity. Fuzzy toys and animals 
should be eliminated. 

i An im P° rtan 1 t l rule ln the treatment of skin diseases is that the more severe 
the lesion, the milder the treatment — and vice versa. Weeping and crusty lesions 
must be treated with compresses (e.g. Burrow’s solution), and thick, dry lesions re¬ 
quire creams, gels, or ointments. The compresses should be at room temperature. All 
these medications should be applied three or four times a day. 

Dietary restrictions are often useless, and should be avoided, unless there is 
clear indication that the eczema is aggravated by certain foods. 

Drug therapy for eczema is applied SPARINGLY to the skin. The most com- 
P 101 !. , 1S of corticosteroid which comes in different strengths, and 

in amerent vehicles. Other useful drugs are: coal tar derivatives, and urea. The 
only drug group prescribed regularly to be taken by mouth is antihistamines for 
itching. My favorite is hydroxyzine (Atarax, Vistaril), but diphenhydramine 
(Benadryl) is probably the most popular. This should be used liberally, becuse itch¬ 
ing will make the rash worse. These antihistamines are very safe, and not habit- 
lormmg. They can be used practically forever.
